Perspective 


One of the hardest things for us as photographers is to 
accept the verdict/opinion of the judges on our work. 


Die rede waarom ek (en hopelik die meeste van ons) my 
werk by ‘n klub/salon of ander kompetisie inskryf is om 
die beoordelaar se eerlike mening te kry.

One of the factors that play a role in the above is the 
photographer’s emotional experience when the pictures 
were taken. The result is that the photographer is in many 
(most?) instances less objective about his own work, 
although the judgement of art is always subjective. 


A British photographer Captain Linnaeus Tripe (1822 - 
1902) was commissioned to produce a series of Burmese 
views which was published for the Madras Photographic 
Society in 1857. (+ 20 years after the invention of 
photography) The conditions under which he worked 
are described as follows: “If during the hot season at 
Madras those accustomed to it feel exertion in common 
duties irksome, what must become of his (the 
photographer's) energy who, instead of a well ventilated 
office with all appliances for banishing heat and 
discomfort, has a room where no air in movement is 
allowed because of dust, and no ventilation because of 
white light, the temperature higher than outside, the 
atmosphere a mass of chemical evaporations. This is his 
workroom; what does his Work become? All the better 
because carried on under such difficulties? By no means.”

How to resize images for e-mail 


iove it or not, this is one of the “most asked 

ions” and it is probably because there are 

no official guidelines for e-mailing photos. So 
here are some unofficial guidelines. 


Step one 


Open the photo you want to e-mail. 


Before you go any further, you have some 
decisions to make based on whom you're sending 
it to. If you are sending it to “friends and family,” 

want to make sure the file downloads fast, 
@: is important) can be viewed within their 
e-Mnail window. There are so many people that 
have no idea how to download an attachment 
from e-mail. If it doesn’t show up in the window 
of their e-mail client, they’re stuck, even if they 
could download it, they don’t have a program that 
will open the file, so basically they’re stuck. So in 
short, make it fit in their e-mail browser. 


Step two 


Go under the Image menu and choose Image size. 
To play it safe, for “friends and family” use a 
resolution of 72 ppi and a physical dimension no 
wider then 8 inches and no higher then 5 inches 
(but the height is not the big concern, it’s the width, 
so make sure that you stay within the 8” width). 
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By limiting your e-mail photo to this size, you 
ensure that friends and family will be able to 
download it quickly, and it will fit comfortably 
within their e-mail window.

Step three 


If you’re sending this to a client who does know 
how to download the file and print it, you’ll need 
a bit more resolution (at least 150 and as much as 
300, depending on how picky you are,) but the 
photo’s physical dimensions are no longer a 
concern because the client will be downloading 
it and printing out the file, rather then just viewing 
it onscreen in their e-mail program (where 72 ppi 
is enough resolution). 


Step 4 


As a general rule, the file format for sending 
photos by e-mail is JPEG.

To save the file as a JPEG, go under the File menu 
and choose Save As. This brings up the JPEG 
Options dialog box, choose JPEG and then click 
save. This format compresses the file size, while 
maintaining a reasonable amount of quality. How 
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Photoshop - Friend or Foe? 


much quality? That’s up to you, because you 
choose the Quality setting in the JPEG option 
dialog. Just remember the golden rule: “the higher 
the quality, the larger the file size, and the longer 
it will take your client to download it.” 


Step 5 


Sometimes, when entering for competitions, the 
organizers have specified the max size for files. 
Photoshop have another kewl option that you 
canuse to give yourimage the maximum resolution 
without exceeding the file size. In fact, | prefer this 
option since it gives me lots more control over the 
quality of my image in relation to the file size. In 
the File menu, go down to Save For Web, which 
is usually the option just below Save as. That will 
bring up a window where you can choose 
between the original file size, 4 up and two up. | 
usually just choose the 2 up. Very important: to 
the right of that, just below the Save box, is a 
settings menu. Tick the Optimize box. Then with 
the slider youcan control the image size. In reality 
it means you can have the best image quality 
within the limit of the file size that they require.

Once you are happy with the file size you can just 
click save. It will then ask you where to save it. 
Usually it is the last folder you were working in. 
A good idea might be to create a “Web sizes” 
folder somewhere on your computer. The first 


time you have to choose the folder but after that, 
it goes by default to that folder, unless you tell it 
otherwise. Kewl hey?? 


Step 6 


Your goal is to e-mail your client a photo that is 
small in file size (So it can download quickly, yet 
looks as good as possible. Remember, the faster 
the download, the lower the quality, so you have 
to be a little realistic and flexible with this.) The 
chart shown here gives you a breakdown of how 
large a file size and download time would be for 
a5” x 7” photo Saved with different resolutions 
and different amounts of JPEG compress aap 
hard to beat that last one — with an 18-sec 
download on a standard dial-up modem. 


5x7 photo @ 300 resolution 
Saved as a JPEG with 12 quality = 
2.2MB (download nearly 7 minutes) 


5x7 photo @ 150 resolution 
Saved as a JPEG with 12 quality = 
656kb (download time: less than 2 minutes)

Diamond Rating update - Salon 
honours EPSSA, MPSSA and MILLE 


Members who hold an FPSSA and then rest on 
their laurels or stagnate because they think thee 
is nothing more to work for should consider 
working through the diamond rating system. An 
FPSSA is only half way up the ladder - EPSSA, 
MPSSA and MILLE Awards are available to top 
diamond rated workers. At the 2005 National 
Congress it was announced that the same 
criteria now apply to all 3 media, ie slides, prints 
and E images :

EPSSA for versatility. If a photographer prefers 
to specilize in only pictorial nature (slides), mono 
or colour (prints) they can still gain an EPSSA 
once they obtain 500 acceptances or a single 
diamond cluster.

Once you gain an EPSSA for versatility or 
specialization you can apply for your MPSSA 
which requires that you give a University qual 
lecture at a national congress. The only way y 

can bypass the EPSSA is by winning the Impala 
Trophy twice (Nico Smit) or a section of the 
Impala Trophy 3 times (Jill Sneesby for nature). 
Nico Smit has since gained his EPSSA for 
versatility so the present standings are :-

Once a photographer gains a double diamond 
cluster ie 500 pictorial and 500 nature salon 
acceptances they will gain a MILLE award for 
versatility.

| was actually the second female APSSA, the 
honour of being first going to an elderly lady 
doctor named Bambine Rauch who died shortly 
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thereafter. For being the only woman APSSA in 
1979 | was awarded a PE beanie. Today there 
are many women honours holders in PSSA and 
photography is no longer regarded as a male 
hobby. 


My mother named me after Amy Johnson, the 
pioneer woman pilot whom both she and my Irish | 
suffragette grandmother admired.

Now | am reaching for the stars:- 


6) In 2006 | need only 5 more nature salon ; 
acceptances to gain my nature diamond cluster 
to become the first double diamond cluster. 


7) As a double diamond cluster requires 1000 
salon acceptances | hope this will qualify me for 
the new MILLE award for versatility as opposed 
to the MILLE for specilisation, which requires
